FSDEBAL’S EASY BACE 

Tbe track at Worth yaaterdayhad dried ont 
fairly well by the time the racea ware called and 
horaea that perform best on a faat track Anally 
got a chance to ahow their mettle. The day 
waa annahiny and the air criap enough for win- 
ter wrappinga. The beet crowd of the week by 
far waa preaent probably being attracted by the 
good card that Secretary Hiller bad gotten 
together. 

The flxtnre ayent waa the Oaklawn Handi- 
cap for three-yaar-olda and upward at aayen 
and a half furlonga, with $800 added. 
Of the aeven carded to atart Vnlcain 
waa tba only one to dodge tba iaane. Tba Hil- 
dreth entry. Federal and Gonfalon, waa always 
held a prime favorite, being backed down from 
8 to 5 to even money. At flag drop Federal, 
cloeely attended by W. J. Daboa, showed the 
way clear up to the flnal eighth, whan the 
former drew away, winning rather easily by 
two lengths. W. J. Deboe waa easily the best 
of the others, beating Haviland four lengths for 
second place. Haviland bad enongh when en- 
tering the stretch and was wall spent by the 
time tba wire bad bean reached. Gonfalon 
showed speed for five furlongs. Reseda’s race 
was not up to her best form. She ran well for 
a half mile and than kept gradually dropping 
away. 

Money Muss showed that he is about the bast 
sprinter in the west at present by taking the 
fifth race, a dash of five furlongs, in a handy 
fashion from the speedy Bnrnie Bunton. The 
two ran head and head for a quarter of a mile 
where Money Muss took the laad and held it to 
the end winning handily by one length from 
'Bumie Bunton, she beating If Yon Dare a 
length and a half for second place. The Pride 
was all entangled at the start and never got into 
bis stride until hopelessly beaten. , Lady Idris 
showed quite a turn of spaed for a half mile. 

McCheeney, despite bis impost of IIS pounds, 
beat hie field without much trouble in the third 
race, a scramble of seven furlongs for two-year- 
olds. First, Bragg, and then Miracle II. led on 
sufferance, the latter having an advantage of 
about a half length when turning for home, but 
along near the last eighth poet Winkfield called 
on McCheeney and the colt came away with a 
bound, winning by two lengths from Lncien Ap- 
pleby, be beating Miracle II. the same distance 
for second place. Lncien Appleby showed that 
he cannot rnn in the mud by running back to 
bis fast track form, as in his last two starts in 
the mud he finished far back each time.

WILL RACE AT LOUISVILLE. 

W. O. Parmer, acting for a combination, has 
leased the Louisville Driving Clnb’s track and 
has announced that racing will begin there Fri- 
day, November 1, and continue thirteen days. 
In a communication Wednesday to a Cincinnati 
newspaper he said : 

'* 'It may be that the meeting will continue 
for a week or ten days longer than announced, 
it all depends on the weather. Now, we are not 
out to fight anybody and don’t want any war 
with any race track. We have taken hold of 
this as a business proposition and have leased 
the track for four years. After the close of the 
Lonisville meeting there will be racing fnrtner 
south ior horses that are under the ban of the 
Western Jockey Club. 1 can’t nama the points 
just now. - 1 was at Atlanta to make soma ar- 
rangements for southern tracks, when I wm ad- 
vised by telephone from Lonisville that the deal 
here, which has been on for nearly a month, 
was ready to close, and 1 came hare and signed 
up the papers. 

“ 'There will be no scarcity of horses. The St. 
Louis meeting will be over by that time and we 
will gat the cream of those that are racing at 
the Fair Grounds, and some that have been 
resting np at Delmar, and in addition to these 
we will get abont 250 now at Newport.’ 

"Did yon know that the majority of the 
horsemen at Newport have asked the Western 
Jockey Club for reinstatementl’’ Mr. Parmer 
was asked. 

“ 'Yes,’ he replied, 'but that don’t make any 
difference. They didn’t see anything in sight 
for the winter, and bad to do the best they 
could. Now that there is to be something do- 
ing I figure that the beet of them will come to 
ns.
